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STRAFFORD COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 
FOR THE YEAR 1976 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of 
New Hampshire, the Strafford County Commissioners here- 
with submit this annual report of various County Officials 
for the year ending December 1976. 

In Compliance with the Right-To-Know Law, the Com- 
missioners hold a formal weekly meeting on Tuesday at 
10:00 a.m., an agenda for these meetings is posted each 
Friday at the Justice and Administration Building and at 
the Riverside Rest Home. The meetings are open and we wel- 
come any citizen to be present when an issue may be of 
interest to them. 

We are proud to announce that Strafford County was 
proclaimed a Bicentennial Community. On Tuesday, June 29, 
1976, Flag ceremonies were held. Mrs. Raymond Flanagan 
and Mrs. David Merrill, representing the New Hampshire 
American Revolution Bicentennial Commission, presented a 
Bicentennial flag and Certificate to the County. In com- 
memoration of these activities a white birch tree was donated 
to the County by the Retired Teachers Association; a flower- 
ing crab was also donated by the Dover Bicentennial Com- 
mission. A Bicentennial Message was also received from the 
President of the United States. 

Early in the summer the Closed Circuit Television 
System and the Internal Communications System were in- 
Stalled in the County Jail. These systems were funded by the 
Governor's Commission on Crime and Delinquency, they will 
make for a more efficient and better supervised jail. 

In July, the U.S.D.A. signed a lease with the County 
for office space at the Justice and Administration Building. 
Now the offices of the Strafford County Conservation 
District, Farmer’s Home Administration, and the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation Service are located on the 
lower level of the building. 

Again this year, the ‘Prisoner Work Release Program”’ 
proved to be very successful. We urge all cities and towns to 
take advantage of this program, as it is not only good therapy 
and exercise for the prisoners, it is also very beneficial to 
the cities and towns because of the man hours obtained 
at no cost. 


County Commissioners’ report (cont.) 


On October 26, 1976, ‘‘Ground Breaking’’ ceremonies 
were held at the Construction site of the Riverside Rest 
Home Addition. This addition is for 120 beds, 80 of which 
are to replace those that must be phased out in order to meet 
the federal requirements. The addition will also house new 
food service, dining room, and physical therapy facilities. 
Completion is expected in approximately eighteen months. 

During the past year, we have been very involved in the 
Manpower program. This program has helped many indivi- 
duals gain the training and experience necessary to obtain 
useful employment, and in some cases removing them from 
the welfare rolls. 

A new position was instituted in October, that of 
Transition Counselor/Coordinator. The object of this 
position is to help prisoners find employment and get them- 
selves reestablished within their community. We are very 
pleased with the progress that has been made thus far. 

We are now in the process of obtaining Crime Commis- 
sion Funds for an electronic locking system for the House of 
Correction. We are very hopeful of these funds being award- 
ed so that the project may begin in early 1977. 

The Board of County Commissioners would like to take 
this opportunity to thank all Department Heads and person- 
nel for their continued loyalty and dedication.

Commissioners stated that budget as presented did not 
include any salary increases. They were recommending 
$8.00/week. across the board which would amount to 
$89,000. Discussion ensued as to whether employees should 
have this pay raise or perhaps additional fringe benefits 
instead. It was decided to review the whole budget and then 
determine what should be done about salaries since the 
salary committee appointed by the Chairman for this purpose 
had done some work in this area.

tive Committee to work with the Salary Committee and the 
Commissioners and that these members recommend what 
should be done in regards to salary increase to the Execu- 
tive Committee and further that the Commissioners have 
the figures for the twelve month expenditures available.

PUBLIC HEARING ON 1976 BUDGET 
FEBRUARY 2, 1976 — 7:30 P.M. 
Strafford County Justice and 
Administration Building 


Meeting called to order by Chairman Bouchard at 
7:30 p.m. Present were: County Commissioners Dumont, 
Courteau and Flanagan and Delegation Members Joos, Parsh- 
ley, Clark, Sackett, Maloomian, White, Hebert, Bouchard, 
Appleby, Tibbetts, Grassie, Thompson, Ruel, Desmarais, 
Tripp, Robillard, Woods, Bernard, Donnelly, Kincaid, O’Con- 
nor, Parnagian, Torrey, Lessard, Kimball and Pray. Twenty- 
six members present out of a total of 36. 

Mr. Richard Davis spoke for the Strafford County 
Guidance Center. A report was given as to what the Center 
had done in 1975 and what they wished to do in 1976. 
The bulk of the funding for the Center comes from the State 
with 11% or $75,000. needed on the local level for 8 to 1 
match. 

Mrs. Maryanna Hatch spoke for the Strafford County 
Homemakers asking that the Delegation consider the request- 
ed appropriation of $40,619.00 as against the $17,420.00 
recommended by the County Commissioners which repre- 
sented the amount needed last year for a nine months budget 
when funds were available under Title IV. This year funds 
must come from Title XX where less money is available. 

Mrs. Avis L. Goodwin, Ward IV, Dover read a letter 
from an elderly person in support of Homemakers. 

Mrs. Bea Bamford, Durham, read a letter from an el- 
derly person in support of Homemakers. Expressed wish 
that Delegation would request information on how money 
was spent and will be spent. 

Mrs. Florence Beane spoke in support of Homemakers 
saying that while she had to be in Riverside her husband was 
able to stay at home because of the service. 

Mr. Patrick Eisenhart gave a brief rundown of the serv- 
ices provided by Homemakers. Said frequently no social 
agency handled some problems of the elderly — Home- 
makers filled this void. Requesting only $23,000 more than 
last year. There was a waiting list already.at Riverside and the 
new addition would not be ready for two years. Homemakers 
cut down on tax dollars a direct cost of 46 cents per day per 
person as opposed to $12 at Riverside. No increase in salary 
for administrative staff was being proposed. Homemakers 
is a round-the-clock, seven days a week service. Expanded 
program would reduce administrative costs from current 
40% to 22%. 15 


Public Hearing on 1976 Budget — Feb. 2, 1976 (cont.) 


Rep. Torrey: Did you have an opportunity to present 
your budget and explain your program to the Com- 
missioners? 


Mr. Eisenhart: No. 
Rep. Torrey: Did you try? 


Mr. Eisenhart replied in the affirmative but preferred 
not to get into a discussion on the matter. 

Mr. Maurice Tandy, representing the Selectmen, Lee, 
asked what was cost of care for Homemaker patient versus 
Riverside. Mr. Eisenhart pointed out many do not wish to go 
to Riverside — resist anything of a welfare nature. Can be 
cared for in own home as they do not really have to be in- 
stitutionalized. Many need just a few hours of care a week 
to keep out of a rest home. The average cost for direct serv- 
ices was 46 cents/day versus $12/day in Riverside. 

Mr. Jeff Bradshaw, Dover, spoke in support of Strafford 
County Pre-Natal program. Requesting $3,000 — same as 
last year. No longer providing services to York County. 
There had been a 50% increase over the previous year in 
people using service — used by 1,270 people last year. The 
$3,000. is matched 9 to 1. 

Dr. Cusack, Director of Family Planning, spoke in sup- 
port of Pre-Natal. Stated that the program has received 
national attention for efficiency and quality of its services. 

Mrs. Sally Bilodeau spoke in support of and explained 
purpose and program of the Seacoast Retired Senior Volun- 
teers. Retired people worked on a volunteer basis visiting, 
reading, assisting, etc. elderly infirm thus enriching lives 
of both. Currently program is federally funded but funding 
next year will require 40% local funding. Without the re-— 
quested $3,000, the program may have to be eliminated in 
Strafford County. There are currently 71 volunteers in 
Strafford County who volunteered 10,700 hours of services 
to the less fortunate last year. There are six programs in New 
Hampshire. Rep. Sackett asked if a budget had been present- 
ed to anyone and was told that one had been presented to 
the Commissioners. Rep. Tripp asked under what Title this 
program was funded and told Title XX. 
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Public Hearing — Feb. 2, 1976 (cont.) 


Rep. O’Connor presented the report of the Salary 
Committee and the rationale for the recommended increases. 

Mr. George Sherwood, Dover, asked if any elected of- 
ficial was planning to resign if there was no increase. After 
some discussion he recommended that the salary be set 
before the election and let it be known to candidates that 
that would be it. Rep. O’Connor replied to the effect that 
the budgetary process for counties did not permit this. 

Mr. Guyette, union representative for employees at 
Riverside, said he had presented his salary increase proposal 
to Chairman Dumont who had told him to take it up with 
the Executive Committee. He had met with Chairman Bou- 
chard and given him the information but none of it had been 
given to the Delegation by the Chairman. He also stated that 
during the Executive Committee meeting when wages were 
being discussed, although he was present the whole time, 
Chairman Bouchard never recognized him to speak. He said 
in effect that the Collective Bargaining Act was being violat- 
ed. 

Mr. Sherwood asked for Mr. Guyette’s background in 
collective bargaining which was given. 

Chairman Bouchard started to read the proposed bud- 
get. Rep. Ruel questioned the need for this lengthy process 
if no one had any questions. Motion made by Rep. Ruel, 
seconded by Rep. Donnelly, to skip reading the entire bud- 
get if no one had further questions. Legality was questioned 
by member of the public so motion was withdrawn. Discus- 
sion ensued. Chairman Bouchard stated if the public had no 
questions he would close the meeting. Meeting closed at 
10:20 p.m., although there was objection voiced by some 
members of the public because the budget had not been gone 
over and explained.

PURPOSE: To complete recommendations for 1976 budget. 


Meeting called to order by Chairman Bouchard at 
10:15 a.m. Present were Representatives: Joos, Rowell, 
Clark, Joncas, Maloomian, Bouchard, Appleby, Kincaid, 
O’Connor, Parnagian, Pray and Ruel. Also present were 
County Commissioners Dumont and Courteau. 

Mr. Guyette was present but could not stay because of 
pressing personal business. 

Mr. Guyette’s salary proposal was discussed and approx- 
imate costs estimated. No action was taken on the Guyette 
proposal so the original recommendation still stands. 

A discussion of Anticipated Revenues took place. 
Revenue at Riverside — may increase or deCrease according 
to what action is indicated when the Federal review takes 
place in July. Estimate is based on current reimbursement 
multiplied by current population, according to Mr. Frigon. 

Revenue Sharing — estimate based on firm two quarter 
figure of $40,000 per quarter. After July may be less accord- 
ing to what action is taken in Washington. County has not 
been following intent of law by substituting Revenue Sharing 
monies for monies to be raised by taxation — we use for 
salaries for Nurses Aides. May be problem with Federal 
government over use this year but probably will not be en- 
forced until next year, according to Commissioner Dumont. 
This was confirmed by Representatives O’Connor and Clark. 


COUNTY ATTORNEY — Account No. 4110 
Item .70 — Travel — Had been questioned at a previous 
meeting. Increase of about $1500. Assistant County At- 
torney stated that the County Attorney under RSA 517:14 
is to be paid for taking depositions in criminal cases of re- 
quested for by defendant’s attorney. Trend is for this prac- 
tice to increase. 


SHERIFF'S DEPARTMENT — Account No. 4140 

Item .71 — Travel — Increased from $1,000 to $2,500 
because of extraditions not known of by budget submission 
date.

Commissioner Dumont said it would be explained when the 
revenue sheet was discussed. 

George Sherwood — asked why the large increase in the 
Strafford Guidance budget when they only proposed to serve 
300 more people. 

Richard Davis — explained they were moving from just 
outpatient services to full service. Inpatient services raises 
unit costs drastically. 

Commissioner Dumont stated that the entire amount 
of Revenue Sharing to be received by Strafford County 
would be applied to the nursing department of the Riverside 
Rest Home. Revenue sharing would come in quarters. For the 
current fiscal year which would end June 30, 1976 the 
amount was $40,333./quarter. If the federal government 
continued it at the same rate for fiscal 1977, the amount 
would be $161,332 plus the interest earned on last year’s 
money of $2,165.59. 

Richard Morrison — asked why the great increase in 
expected revenue from the Sheriff's department. Sheriff 
Knight said that last year fees were only for six months and 
there was still some money outstanding. 

Lorraine Morong — asked where the revenue from the 
Pharmacy was.

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FINANCIAL FACTS CONCERNING 
RIVERSIDE REST HOME ADDITION 


These facts will be broken down into three categories: 


1. Reimbursement formula on operational costs. 

The total 1976 projected cost to operate the Rest 
Home is $1,442,072.00 which is $9,013.00 per 
patient. The new addition will provide 40 new beds, 
the total operating cost fer these new beds will be 
approximately $360,520.00. Taking the 95% re- 
imbursement ($342,492.00) and subtracting it from 
the total cost, the cost to the County for the 40 new 
beds will be approximately $18,025.00 per year. 


2. County’s share of the interest cost on the bond issue. 
It is anticipated that the interest will be about 
$135,500.00, after deducting the 95% reimburse- 
ment the County cost is $6,775.00 


3. Principal cost of $131,500.00 for 20 years. 

State and Federal government allow approximately 
$1.00 per day per bed (120 beds X 365 days) = 
$43,800.00. This depreciation factor goes for 40 
years even though the life of the bond is only 20 
years. In taking away the depreciation factor of 
$43,800.00 from the principal payment of $131, 
500.00, the total owed by the County would be 
$87,700.00.

Homemakers at the request level she stated that Homemakers 
prevents the unappropriate placement in nursing homes. 

Bea Bamford, Durham, President of the Board of 
Directors and Social Service Director at Frisbie Memorial 
Hospital spoke in favor of Homemakers request. She noted 
that 43 families are waiting for the services. She pointed out 
last year all but $7,000 of the county money was used to 
match for Title XX under the social security act. 

Pat Eisenhart, executive director, Homemaker Agency 
noted that the increased appropriation won’t cover the 
waiting list. 

Harry Griffin, Dover, member of the Homemaker 
Agency said that each of the three agencies requesting fund- 
ing was worthy of consideration. 

Marianna Hatch, Durham, Past President of the 
Homemaker Agency urged the Delegation to consider con- 
tinuing funding of the program in order to help people stay 
independent as long as possible. 


No. 9361 —STRAFFORD COUNTY PRE—NATAL 
AND FAMILY PLANNING 

Vincent DeNoble, Rochester, board member of the 
Pre-Natal clinic and administrator at Frisbie Memorial Hos- 
pital explained the increase in funding was due to the need 
of the community to pick up some of the cost of the matern- 
al and infant care program which began in July of 1974. 
Currently, Strafford County has the only pre-natal clinic 
in the State. Funds will be reduced from $195,000 to ap- 
proximately $90,000 this year. The clinic is requesting 
$39,845 for the MIC program. For the family planning por- 
tion, the clinic is requesting $3,222 which will permit a 9—1 
match with federal funds. The board has voted to submit 
an application for Women’s, infants and children’s program 
(WIC). 

Marsha Nescott, President of Pre-Natal introduced the 
board and staff members.

STRAFFORD COUNTY SOIL 
CONSERVATION DISTRICT 

Elmer Smith, New Durham, member of the board of 
directors spoke of the need for funding of the conservation 
district this year. They have two full time and one part time 
in the summer personnel. The clerk’s position was previously 
funded by Manpower. They work with school children and 
4-H groups. He pointed out Strafford County is the only 
county not funding its soil conservation district to some 
extent. 

ROBERT HUSSEY, Rochester, Chairman of the board, 
noted that the district had been operating for 30 years in 
Strafford County working with land owners, farmers and 
contractors. They help anyone who makes a request for 
service. They need the County’s help to fund the full time 
clerk position. 

Hugh Tuttle, Dover, pointed out that a major effort 
last year was made to clean 1.7 miles of the Cocheco River 
of downtown Rochester. A full time person is needed in the 
office to carry out the work. He pointed out that other 
counties fund their soil conservation districts anywhere 
from $1,600 to $23,800. This request is $7,800 for personnel 
and $600 for a typewriter. 


COUNTY BUDGET 

Chairman Paul Dumont stated the Commissioners would 
support whatever the Social Service Committee recommends. 

Barbara Cogswell asked why the criminal investigator 
had been transferred from the Sheriff's Department to the 
County Attorney’s Office. County Attorney Krans stated 
he needs a full time person for investigation. 

There was a question on the increasing on the funding 
for cooperative extension. Jerry Howe replied that funding 
for video equipment and secretarial services had been cut 
back and the county was being asked to pick up the funding 
for these two positions. 

Lori Morang, Madbury, urged the Delegation to have 
the budget set-up changed She stated the meeting was illegal 
because there was no money in the budget for social services.

December 1976 


The year 1976 will always stand out in my mind. After 
two years of planning and preparation by the Building Com- 
mittee and a close approval by our Delegation, ground 
breaking ceremonies were held on October 26, 1976 for a 
120 bed addition to the home. 

On September 9th an On-Site Review Team visited the 
facility. They eminate from the New Hampshire Division of 
Welfare. During the course of two weeks every Medicaid 
patient was visited and every chart was thoroughly reviewed 
in detail. We received an excellent report from them. 

Periodically Northeastern University send their senior 
physical therapy students for five weeks of field experience 
and evaluation. They are under the supervision of Claire 
Dubois R.P.T. who does an excellent job. 

The University of New Hampshire also avails itself of 
our facility as a teaching center for their junior and senior 
nursing students. They receive their geriatric clinical train- 
ing here. On occasion a student in the Social Service field 
will come here to work with our Social Service Director. 

In July the State Board of Nursing established a new 
regulation whereby we must hire only certified aides. Con- 
sequently our facility was made available to the New Hamp- 
shire Division of Vocational and Technical training to provide 
five week courses in nursing aide training. C.E.T.A. funds are 
used for instructors, manuals and training films. This provides 
us with an excellent source of trained help.

The main functions of the County Attorney's office 
are twofold, civil and criminal. We handled approximately 
1,100 felonies and misdemeanors at the Superior Court 
level in 1976. Additionally, we assisted in the prosecution 
of cases at the District Court level in Farmington, 
Rollinsford, Durham, Somersworth, Rochester, and Dover. 

On the civil side of the law, we give advice to the 
Commissioners and other Department Heads, institute 
and defend law suits for the County, and handle approxi- 
mately 200 Uniform Reciprocal Support hearings and peti- 
tions. 

My staff includes an Assistant County Attorney, one 
secretary, and acriminal investigator. 

Our thanks again to the offices of the Sheriff, Clerk of 
Court, and County Commissioners for their help and co- 
operation this past year.

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1976 SHERIFF’S REPORT 


1976 was a relatively good year for the Strafford 
County Sheriff’s Department and marked our first full year 
of civil fees being returned direct to the county. As a result 
of 2,446 writs being served, $887.50 was paid to the Regist- 
er of Deeds for attachments and}27,281.15 ($7,281.15 
over our $20,000 forecast) was paid to the Strafford County 
Commissioners, making a total civil income of $28,168.15. 
A small revenue of $349.25 was returned to the county on 
the van rental for civil Superior Court Jury views. In addi- 
tion, $13,447 was received from the towns of Middleton, 
Farmington, Strafford, Rollinsford, Milton, Barrington and 
New Durham as their share of the area communications serv- 
ice provided by the Strafford County Dispatch Center. 

1,374 subjects were transported between the courts, 
jails and/or hospitals and extraditions were made from 
Colorado, Maine, South Carolina, Ohio and New York. 

In the past eight years, | think | have made giant strides 
in bringing the Sheriff's office up to a modern and efficient 
operation that the citizens of Strafford County can be proud 
of. It has been a challenging and exciting experience which | 
have thoroughly enjoyed. | would like to wish my successor 
well and express my sincere thanks and appreciation to my 
staff who made it all possible and to the attorneys we served, 
the local police departments and to all other county person- 
nel.

INTRODUCTION 


The Cooperative Extension Service is an _ informal 
educational system that today operates in every country and 
territory throughout the United States. It is commonly re- 
ferred to as the “off—campus’”’ educational arm of the land 
grant university; and, as the name implies, is a unique cooper- 
ative arrangement by the United States Department of 
Agriculture, the University and the Cooperative Extension 
Service Council. 

The Council is the governing board for the Extension 
Service. It has thirteen members, three from each line of 
work — agriculture, forestry, home economics, and 4—H 
—and the last member is an appointed representative of the 
County - Legislative Delegation. Meetings are held at least 
four times a year, with the finance committee members 
meeting each month for the disbursement of funds. 
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Extension agents, as teachers, staff the many county 
offices throughout the United States. Each is a qualified, 
experienced college graduate, further supported by a bat- 
tery of specialists in many fields, who are stationed at the 
state university. 

Using a philosophy of helping people help themselves, 
Extension agents have earned recognition as a dedicated, 
useful, and needed segment of the educational process. 

All Extension Service programs are open to EVERY- 
ONE, regardless of race, color, national origin, or economic 
status. The Cooperative Extension Service is an Equal Oppor- 
tunity Employer.

REPORT OF THE AGRICULTURE AND 
COMMUNITY RESOURCE DEVELOPMENT AGENT 
1976 


This year, in addition to expanding its recurring pro- 
grams, the Strafford County Cooperative Extension Service 
developed and implemented new programs of agriculture 
and community resource development. 

Also in 1976, the Farmington Title V program entered 
its most productive phase. Some of its accomplishments 
include the establishment of a Farmington Area Day Care 
Center, a town forest administered by the Conservation 
Commission, enrollment in the National Flood Insurance 
Program, subdivision regulation, a skating rink, fund raising 
benefits, and many other programs and projects. The Exten- 
sion Service’s involvement in this program will be phased 
out in 1977. 
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Other Community Resource Development activities 
for 1976 include a five-week course held at the County 
Administration and Justice Building, on the role of public 
officials in Community Development. This program was 
co-sponsored by the Strafford Regional Planning Commis- 
sion and was attended by twenty-five local officials. It 
was very well received. Also, the Cocheco River Clean-up 
Project, sponsored and administered by the Strafford County 
Soil Conservation District, involved the Extension Service in 
planning and implementing this very successful and import- 
ant program. 

In the area of Agriculture, advice was made available 
to the commercial agricultural producers of the county 
through barn meetings, dairy tours, and other educational 
programs designed for specific commodity groups. 

A most successful innovation this year was the orga- 
nization and implementation of a Strafford County Farmers’ 
Market. This was the first year for such an endeavor, and the 
results were extremely rewarding. The effort was considered 
very worthwhile by consumers and producers alike. Fifteen 
members brought their produce to the market twice a week, 
when they had produce available. 

The market, located in the parking lot of Strafford 
Farms Dairy, was open Wednesday and Friday afternoons. 
It’s anticipated that this will become an annual project and 
will continue to expand. 

Home food production continues to be a major area 
of concern to many of the residents of Strafford County. 
This subject has received a major portion of the programming 
effort, including instructive and informational programs to 
assist with the production of home vegetables, fruit and 
livestock. 

During 1976 the Strafford County Extension Service 
instituted a television program on Dover Cable Channel 12, 
dealing with home food production, called HOME—GROWN. 
This video-tape program, written, directed, and photographed 
by the Strafford County Extension Service, addressed a 
broad spectrum of subjects related to the home production 
and processing of foodstuffs, as they apply to the Straf- 
ford County area. 
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For those who do not subscribe to Channel 12, the pro- 
grams are available for viewing at the Extension Service 
Office, located in the Strafford County Administration and 
Justice Building. Viewers may call to arrange with Media 
Technician Dan Greenleaf for a private or group showing of 
any of the programs desired. 

All in all, 1976 has been a most rewarding and 
expanding year for the Agriculture and Community Resource 
Development programs; and we look forward to the chal- 
lenges and prospects of 1977.

A real effort is made through newspapers, radio, tele- 
vision, direct mail, personal visits, and calendars of events 


to inform every person in Strafford County about all the 
Home Economics services available.

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REPORT OF THE 
4—H YOUTH DEVELOPMENT AGENTS 


4—H is a Cooperative Extension Service Program for 
ALL youth regardless of race, color, national origin, or 
economic status. LEARNING BY DOING programs are 
offered by the 4—H Youth Development agents to any 
person or groups desiring such training. Projects are as varied 
as the imagination can make them, from farm animal hus- 
bandry to raising and training ‘‘seeing-eye’’ dogs (or man- 
trailing bloodhounds), to furnishing a home or cooking a 
simple meal. 

The 4—H Youth Development agents, a team of special- 
ists from the University of New Hampshire, and other re- 
source people are continually working to help the youth of 
Strafford County to be better equipped to meet a more 
complex life than might otherwise have been possible. 

The year 1976 was the BICENTENNIAL YEAR for 
Strafford County 4—H; and county-wide attitudes and know- 
ledge of the 4—H Program was changed or increased, when 
Strafford County leaders and members produced their fourth 
PANORAMA — THE BICENTENNIAL PANORAMA. 
This was an educational exhibition by 4—H members, the 
main purpose of which was to acquaint the public with 
4—H and show that this outstanding organization is for 
ALL YOUTH in both urban and rural areas. 

Leaders and members, working together on such a huge 
undertaking always have changes in attitude and behavior. 
There is a greater feeling of unity and a sense of belonging 
to something larger than just the ‘‘club.’’ A broader scope 
of understanding is developed within the group, and an 
exchange of ideas and group methods takes place auto- 
matically. There was excellent publicity, and a great number 
of citizens witnessed the fine demonstrations given by 
4—H’ers. As a result, there have been several calls for 4—H 
membership and some new clubs have been organized. 
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More requests for information on projects are reaching 
us each week, as the result of special programs offered this 
year throughout the county. Several programs have been 
video-taped and are available for teaching purposes. Others 
are scheduled, which we feel sure will greatly assist in the 
preparation of leaders, organizations of clubs, and other 
subjects. 

The International 4—H Youth Exchange Program 
reached nearly all the schools in Strafford County. This 
year there were two representatives — one visited Belgium; 
the other, the Netherlands. The IFYE Program is another 
of 4—H's “learning by doing” projects. The delegate learns 
about the life styles, customs and culture, by living, working, 
and playing along side his host family. He then returns home 
to share experiences with others through speaking tours. 

Field days, leader training sessions, lectures, and video- 
tape programs are some of the methods of reaching large 
numbers of people with the 4—H Program. Leadership 
responsibilities are built into all leader-training units, and one 
objective is to have junior leaders (teenagers) working with 
adult leaders. 

4—H camp is another exciting part of the 4—H Program. 
Some scholarships are available to those in need of help. 
Teenagers may apply for counselor positions; and, if selected, 
they may attend free of charge.

Donald C. Black, County Forester 


The County Forestry Program is a cooperative program 
financed by county, state and federal funds; and is administ- 
ered by the Cooperative Extension Service through agree- 
ments with the State Division of Resources Development and 
the United States Forest Service. It is an adult educational 
program, aimed at helping private and municipal woodland 
owners in Strafford County with Forest land-use problems. 
In addition, it offers assistance to wood-using industries 
in locating, processing, and marketing forest products. 
Besides helping people realize monetary returns from their 
woodlands and its products, the forestry program is charged 
with protecting our forest resources for future generations. 
It is entirely voluntary on the part of the woodland owners 
and timber operators.

We continued to use the video tape, ‘’You and 
Your Woodland, for group and_ individual 
showing. Two showings were made of a tape 
on maple syrup production. A special forestry 
series was broadcast on Channel 11 and | par- 
ticipated in the first program. 


Landowners in Strafford received $18,140.00 
of federal cost-sharing money for the applica- 
tion of good forest practices on their land 
in 1976. 


One landowner bought his own small bulldozer 
this year and asked to learn how to log with it. 
Since | have had some experience in_ this 
field, the Logging Specialist from the University 
of New Hampshire and | assisted the landowner 
in learning how to harvest his own timber. 


Four people requested Tree Farm Certification 
this year. One has been approved, the other 
three are still pending. Carl Siemon of Milton, 
was Tree Farmer of the Year for New Hamp- 
shire in 1976. In 1974, Dick Jones of New 
Durham, held this title. 


In cooperation with the 4—H Youth Develop- 
ment program, and our media technician, 
we developed a special approach to working 
with the schools in Strafford County. Several 
schools participated, Barrington School being 
the most active in this program. 


A program of building playground equipment 
from logs was developed in cooperation with 
the County Agricultural Agent and our Media 
Technician. Some of the facilities constructed 
and presently in use at the Farmington Day 
Care Center are a log car, a log airplane, a 
balance beam, log stools and log discs for 
construction toys. 


There are many other demands of the County Forester’s program 
and those mentioned in this report are only some of the more inter- 
esting and reportable highlights.
